cruisers as they attempt the perilous 
clossing to Asia, 


Advantages Against Americans. 


The speedy progress of the French 
and British flyers is undoubtedly due 
to the fact they are wholly on their 
own resources and can exercise initia- 
tive and take chances from which our 
men are Officially barred. Then, too, 
these expeditions are living almost en- 
tirely on the country over which they 
fly, without fixed bases of supplies, 
and they have the advantage of the 
prevailing westerly winds that blow 
around the world. ‘They are, for the 
most part, flying land machines, 
equipped with the regular landing 
gear and wheels. They are on semi- 
official missions and have no official 
restrictions nor holdups. 

_The mission of the American expe 
dition is a double one. Not only are 
they attempting to be the first to get 
around the world and prove the prac- 
ticability of the airplane as a commer- 
cial transportation unit, but they are 
also in a measure testing out this new 
type of world cruiser, which, however 
correct in principle, has never yet been 
given a real service test. Our men 
have taken the hardest part of the 
journey first, and because of the im- 
possibility of establishing adequate 
landing fields in the rough, almost 
unifihabited territory which they must 
traverse, they have had to use water 
landing gear—pontoons, which in- 
crease the weight of the planes from 
SOO to 1,000 pounds. This added 
weight, coupled with the head resist- 
ance afforded by the cumbersome gear, 
makes the planes loggy and incapable 
of the speed of similar type planes 
equipped for land work.

While the American airmen are en- 
countering the bone-gripping cold of 
Arctic upper air currents, fighting 
their way through fog and blizzard 
against unfavorable headwinds, re- 
ports received from Cochin, China, 
now being crossed by Lieutenan: Pel- 
letier D’Oisy, the French aviator, 
show him to be encountering bard- 
ships of exactly the opposite sort.

$1,140,101 Collected Be.

Comptroller West announced that 
the collections would enable the city 
to liquidate its entire floating in-

The declaration adds that the pro- 
cram contemplates a real balance of | 
the budget and a fight against the 
‘high cost of living, which means a | 
struggle against the depreciation of 
the franc. 

Separate declarations by the lead- | 
ers of the different factions support 
the idea that the future government | 
will endéavor to reach a complete 
understanding with Germanv. M. 
Herriot characterizes the foreign 
policy of the forthcoming cabinet as 
“more humane.” 

This attitude is regarded in diplo- 
matic circles‘as certain to bring on 
another series of international con- 
ferences. 

The chance for a rebirth of the 
supreme council is remote, because 
the radicals and socialists prefer to 
widen these discussions by the ad- 
mission of the former enemy coun- 
tries and the neutrals. 

Premier MacDonald, of Great 
Britaion, also is understood to be of 
this mind, so early summoning of a 
European parley, in which Germany 
will take part, is expected.

“We are satisfied in this bank from 
a study of the subject,” one Wal 
street banker said this week, “that 


| prohibition is the real explanation of 


the remarkable growth of savings 
bank accounts since 1919. In the oleé 
days a man out of a job drank twice as 
much as he did when he was at work. 
Now he finds work outside of his 
regular job and somehow, with .the 
help of working members of his fam: 
ily, he manages to get by on current 
income, without drawing on savings 
bank aceounts. This is the testimony 
of cold-blooded business men, whether 
from the factory or mill or savings 
bank viewpoint. Prohibition will: be 
a factor in delaying readjustment in 
wages to meet a level where we wil! 
be in line with the rest of the world, 
all things considered.”

In 1922 Heilmann dropped down 
to .306, but in 1923 he became the 
second right-hander to lead the 
league in the .400 class wften he aver- 
aged .403. Lajoie in 1901 had .422. 

What caused this change with Heil- 
mann? His story is the advice he re- 
ceived from Ty Cobb. 

“You see,” started Heilmann in un- 
folding his’ story, ‘“‘I was like a 
lot of kids. I played ball because lI 
grew up with it. I was with the St. 
Mary’s college team back home in 
San Francisco as a youngster. That 
was my start as a ball player. 

“And, like many lads who are in 
the game today, I did not expect to 
get up to the big leagues. But I did, 
and like many of us, I was not looking 
to the future. I signed my con- 
tract each year at their price. It 
was enough to take care of me and I 
was not worrying. 

Call From Cobb.

bling feature of cotton exchanges ana 
price-fiixing by those who have never 
produced a bale of cotton and know 
nothing of what it costs to produce 
it.” 

“The farmer who feeds and clothes 
world, who produces raw prod 
ucts that keep the wheels of industry 
going, has done so without being con: 
sulted as to the price he gets for the 
product of his toil,” he declaret. 
“Local business interests of the cot- 
ton belt are powerless to name the 
price of the farmer’s products and 
much of this is done by great ex- 
changes that arbitrarily buy snd seli 
the market in such a way as fo cause 
illegitimate fluctuations that many 
times disrupt afd almost destroy our 
farming interests.” ; 

Mr. Brown explained that he ws 
not fighting “legitimate exchanses 
through which actual farm products 
are bought and sold legitimately, but 
the gambling fcatures of tne 
changes. 

“Through better marketing and bet- 
ter prices for farm products, 
come that day in Georgia,” said Mr. 
Brown, “when the farm homes will 
he rebuilt, that will enable us to 
a system of education as 
great for the children of the country 
nus those in the city, a system. that 
will not only make farming profitable 
but a pleasure.

“In Naples, the people are very doc- 
ile, and fear strife; but when groups 
of young fascisti pass by on the streets 
in black skirts and skull caps, one 
notes the frowning looks of both men 
and women, and hear unfriendly re- 
marks in low voices, but in middle 
and northern Italy the men are more 
outspoken and aggressive, and clashes 
are frequent with the fascisti. 

Europe is very poor and restless, 
and the people wish for republican 
form of government, but fear to speak 
out openly. 

It’s s great pity that the United 
States doesn’t extend a helping hand, 
and tyach these people unity of inter- 
ests, progress and the right road to 
prosperity, and in my opinion they 
will never hawe either, unless some of 
the great mind® of the United States 
shew them the way. 

A natien cannot prosser when ev- 
erything is taxed heuvily, even to 
one‘s piano, and England is on the job 
stronger than any other country in 
Europe, which makes living in London 
dearer than in New York, which city 
is the limit, but that is because of 
high wages and prosperity, for the 
Americans wouldn't stand for such 
taxation unless there was great pros 
perity and high wagés.

The textual method of interpreta- 
tion includes likewise the theologi- 
cal.

The Protestant fathers 
contended that every sentence in the 


Scripture must be interpreted at its 
face value; that if we read in the 
account of the flood at one ime that 
the animals went in two by two, and 
again that they went .n seven by sev- 
en, there were two sets of animals 
that went in. If varous portions of 
Scriptures seem to differ, interpreta- 
tion must be relied upon to réconcile 
the differences. There came into 
vogue the “analogy of faith,” a fav --.- 
with reformers, signifying tht 
Scripture should be explained in ac- 
cordance with Scripture. The phrase 
itself was based on a mistranslation 
of the words “according t. the pro- 
portion of faith.” Itimposed a salu- 
tary check on the practice of isolating 
passages of the Scripture, and carried 
the sound principle that individual 
passages should be interpreted ac- 
cording to the general tenor of Scrip- 
ture. But it soon passed into the rule 
that interpretation must conform to 
ironclad dogma. We denounce poli- 
ticians and lawyers for special plead- 
ing. while the theologian who so in- 
terprets the first chapter of Genesis 
as to. make it fit in with modern cos- 
mology is canonized. It seems strange 
that it sould be necessary to exhort 
Christians to expound the Bible hon- 
estly. ‘The effort is made to, bring

Yolygamy has appealed to the exam- 
ple of the patriarchs. The misappli- 
cation of “Honor the King” bas re- 
sulted in a ruinous opposition to na- 
tional freedom. The usurpation of 
papal tyranny was built on “Thou 
urt Peter.” “Cursed be Canaan” 
was used as a tustification of slavery. 
What rivers of blood were spilled by 
the leaders of the Inquisition es a re 
sult of the perversion of “Compel them 
to come in” and “Burn ffie dead 
branches.” From the’ words, “Thou 
shalt not suffer a witch to live” there 
followed the butchery of thousands 
of wretched women. The imprecatory 
Psalms aroused Europe to the thirty 
years’ war. She Boers of South 
Africa justified their oppression of 
the Hottentots by the example of 
Israel exterminating the Canaanites 
at the command of Jehovah.

Dr. Ira M. Price writes: 

“A bird’s-eye view of the march of 
exegesis can give us a little more 
than the idea that it has taken Bib- 
lical scholars fully 2,000 years to 
reach the present status of the in- 
terpretation of the Old Testament. 
During the course of that time, men 
have used the Old Testament as the 
sourcebook and authority for sume 
of the most desperate crimes in his- 
tory. Misinterpretations of the Old 
Testament have been the grounds for 
carrying on some of the fiercest re- 
ligious persecutians that have ever 
blackened the pages of. Europe’s his- 
tory. Superstition, fanaticism and 
bloodshed heve found their basis and 
support in its pages. The fanatical 
and blood-curdling massacres of “‘in- 
fidels” by the Crusaders found their 
example and justification in_ the 
Book of Judges. The burning of 
thousands of witches by Springer 
‘Ferrar) was based on a supposed 
text in Leviticus (20ff27). Wesley 
said: “The giving up of witchcraft 
is giving up the Bible.” 
a massacre as that of St. Bartholo- 
mew was praised by Pope Gregory 
XIIf as comparable with the zeal of 
“ancient heroes of God.” The misuse 
of the Old Testament in this enlight 
ened age is not unheard of; but 
wherever found, it is nothing more 
than the spirit of intoleranee that 
cheracterized the scholastic. tha 
reformation and post-reformation pe 
riods.

I am foolishly aware 
that if I am permitted to reach the 
ripe age of forty (by irate authors) I 
shall write an article bewailing the 
disappearance of the past decade’s 
convictions, I shall do the same at 
fifty, and so on, ad infinitum. It is 
the pleasantest sort of essay to write, 
anyway, 
and sighs while inditing it.”’ 

“Once a reviewer, always a 
viewer,” continues Mr. Gorman. 
“Mid-channel once past, the reviewer 
is safe in the sheltered harbor of ma- 
ture thought. His convictions may 
rise about him like high peaks and 
promontories and shut some of the 
vistas away, but perhaps his limita- 
tions are good. At least he knows 
thoroughly what is in the bay. And 
it is easy enough to sight new ships. 
The peaks and the promontories may 
be climbed. Balboa is a case in 
point,”

According to the law proposed by 
Representative Blanton, the estate left 
by any American would be required to 
hand over to the government 99 per 
cent of any marriage settlement paid 
during the citizen’s lifetime to any 
foreigner contracting marriage with an 
American woman. The estate would 
also be taxed 75 per cent of the net 
amount to be transferred to legatees 
living with foreign husbands abroad. 


In other words, if an American mil- 
lionaire’s daughter married a foreigner 
and her husband received a marriage 
settlement of $1,000,000, her father’s 
estate would have to pay the govern- 
ment on his death $990,000, 

Also, if the daughter was living 
abroad with a foreign husband and her 
father bequeathed to her a fortune of 
$2,000,000, she would get only $500,- 
000. The balance, $1,500,000, would 
be grabbed by the U

Gelatine, which is served to you 
as a strawberry Or lemon-colored 
confection with fruits and nuts, is 
the product of which we speak. It 
is an admirable food not only for 
the well but is also a large figure in 
the diet of the sick, for it is assimi- 
lated by the stomach quicker and 
with less effort than any known 
food. It is almost equal in “food 
value to Sugar. 


Comes from India 


Into the quays of Delft come 
tramp ships laden with cargoes of 
bones from India. From these bones 
comes the gelatinous substance that 
forms our dessert. The bones are 
the carefully selected shin bones of 
the East Indian water buffalo, an 
animal which is not like the buffalo 
which wandered our western plains 
in early days, but which takes the 
place of the horse in India for farm 
labor. 

Gelatine is really very much like
